ho arrangements for tho opening. 
This morning he will appoint fifty-four 
officers for the counties no that they 
can organize at once and will be ready 
o transact county business from the 
lour of opening. 
The now probate judges will at onco 


go to their respective county seats and 
approve the survey and plat* so they 
vlll bo ready to open at the hour which 
the governor may proclaim. This hour 
will probably be 3 o'clock p. m., April 
9, although it has not been definitely 
fixed a* yet. The opening of these 
towns three hours after the reservation 
s to prevent "sooners" from getting all 
the best lot* before honest settlers can 
arrive. A company of cavalry at each 
town will keep everybody off the site 
until the crowd has time to gather 
about the town. This will make a wild 
and dangerous rush into every town, 
but will give everybody an equal chance. 
The man with the ox-team stands as

horse. 


Altogether all the available troops in 


the aouthwest are guarding the line of 
the reservation they are Inadequate to 
the task of keeping the "schooner" out 
and hundreds of them are now enter- 
Ing the reservation. It i* estimated by 
the governor that fully 5,000 people are 
now illegally within the borders of the 
reservation. 
Large numbers of Unltec 


States marshals have been sent into 
spot these people bnt there are hundredi 
of ravalnea and thickly timbered val 
leys where they can hide perfectly safe 
from discovery.

around the lands. The crowd at E

tlrely unmanageable, the jail and city 
lockup are both crowded with thieves 
gamblers and whisky peddlers, am 
more arrests are being made hourly. 


Many negroes still continue to arrive 


from the south. One car load came 
yesterday, who were absolutely desti 
tute and many ol them suffering 
When they left the Mississippi river 
there were 400 In the party, but only 
seventy reached here, the 
balance 


having been left at various places along 
the way. Nine died en route, and three 
have died since their arrival. They are 
all unfit for life in a new country and 
will certainly perish U they remain, fo 
there are no poor house* hi this conntr; 
and people cannot »upport the pauper* 
of other state* by private charity.

Tbe president, feeling that for such 
an Injury there should be ample Indemnity, In- 
itruota me to tender you 195,000 francs. The 
Italian government will distribute this among 
:he families of the victims 


While tho Injury was not inflicted directly by 
he United States, tho president, nevertheless, 
eels that It la the solemn dnty, as well aa thf 
great pleunre of the national government to 
lay a aatisfactory Indemnity. Moreover, the 
(resident's instructions carry with them th« 
tope that tho transaction of to-day may offart 
all memory of the unhappy tragedy; that the 
old and friendly relation! of the United Statet 
and Italy bo restored and tbat nothing im- 
oward may ever again occur to disturb their 
lannonlous friendship. 
I avail mysslf of this occasion to sssure yon 


that yonr prolonged service at this capital ai 
charge dog affaires haa been marked by every 
quality that renders you grateful and accepta-

o renew to you the assurance of my high con- 
sideration.

TIIFS NKW ORLEANS INCIDENT. 


The Difference* Between the United 
Statea and Italy Amicably Adjusted. 
LONDON, April 15.—A dispatch from 


Some says that the differences between 
.taly and the United States, resulting 
'rom the lynching of Italians at New 
Orleans has been settled by negotia- 
>iona between Mr. Blaine and the Mar- 
quis Imperial!, the Italian charge d'af- 
faires at Washington. 


The dispatch gives the amount re- 


ceived by Marquis Imperiali from the 
United States government as (2.1,000, 
which Is to be given to the families of 
Jie victims. The amount was accom- 
panied by a note in which Secretary 
Blaine stated that though the wrong 
was not committed directly by the 
United States, the federal government 
nevertheless felt a solemn duty in the 
premises and Mr. Blaine had great 
pleasure in turning over a satisfactory 
ndemnity in consequence of the in- 
structions he had received from the 
president, who hoped that the unfor- 
tunate incident was now ended and 
that the good relations formerly exist- 
ing between these two countries would 
be completely re-established and remain 
undisturbed. 


In replying to this communication 


the Marquis Imperiali informed Mr. 
Illuine that the Italian government had 
observed with pleasure President Har- 
rison's reference to the matter in hi* 
uessage at the opening of congress. 
He added that Italy considered the in- 
demnity sufficient without prejudice to 
any legal actions that might be brought 
by the aggrieved parties. He hoped 
that the payment of the indemnity 
would bring about a re-establishment 
of cordial relations between the two 
governments.

Oratetul Beoeption ol the Vessel and 


Her Cargo by the People el LlBau. 
PHILADELPHIA, April is.—The steam-

It is a delicate piece of 
workmanship, handsomely carved, in- 
aid with metals other than silver, and 
on the top is the head of a reindeer, on 
he head of which is a fac simile of the 
•olden crown of Russia. The panel* on 
;he lid show the coat* of arms of the 
city of Libau, the county of Libau and 
of Russia, as well as those of Philadel- 
phia and the United States.

So he 
omcs to this very Bible and turns to

shed from the presence of the Lord, his

ART IN SOULPTTJBB. 


Lecture by Prot Taft for the Wo- 


map's Olub at the Congrega- 
tional Ohnroh. 


Prof. Lorado Taft'8 lecture on "Facial 


Expression in Nature and Art," waa de- 
livered under the auspioes of the Wo- 
man's club at the Congregational church 
last evening. 


He said that it was s singular fact that 


all people, savage or civilized, old or 
young, expressed the same sentiments 
by the same (anal expression. Why is 
this? Why do we all twitch certain 
muscular cords to express certain things T 
Who taught the baby to shut ita eyes 
and open its month when it wishes to 
express ita grief in a lusty yell. Prof. 
Darwin, with his usual exactness, has in- 
vestigated the subject, and finds a phil- 
osophical reason for every facial expres- 
sion. For instance, disgust, expressed by 
turning out the lips and drawing up the 
nose, is the lineal descendant ot the 
natural man's expression upon rejecting 
disagreeable and repulsive food. The 
ancienta had DO idea of facial expression, 
as is 
evidenced 
by 
the 
various 


countenances 
of 
their 
sculptures. 


What to them was unknown ia now re. 
dnced to a science, and the artist or 
sculptor know* exactly what lines to em- 
phasize in order to express gnef, joy, con- 
templation, revenge, gratitude, or any 
other sentiment. The case ot a paralytic 
was cited, whose face was made to as- 
sume any expression, at will, by simply 
applying a galvanic current to different 
nerves. 


The facility with which the sculptor 


can depict and change facial expression 
was deftly illustrated with a clay bust of 
the Princess de Lamballe, a victim of the 
French Revolution. With a twist ot the 
wrist and a dab here and there; a little 
gouging at the eyes; or a little thumping 
ot the cheeks, this charming lady was 
made to smile, to weep, to shrink with 
terror, to grow old in a second, or to be- 
come a modern miss, with her princely 
hair banged in the most orthodox fash- 
ion. The subject was copiously illus- 
trated with stereoptioan views and the 
pleasant conversational style in which 
the talk nas delivered was greatly en- 
joyed by those who had the good fortune 
to be present.

trolling interest in the Taylorville ooal 
mines, and la a large real estate owner 
in Christian county. 
Mr. Wilkinson is 


also interested in a gold mine in Ari- 
zona. 
One day last week a rather 


tough-looking individual, wearing the 
regulation cowboy outfit, appeared at 
Mr. Wilkinson's residence and inquired 
for the boat, who happened to be eat- 
ing bis dinner. 
The stranger waa in-

A VERY PRACTICAL TALK. 


"Law and Christianity" the Subject 


of W. C. OuttoD's Talk. 


The young men who were at the rooms 


of the Young Men'e Christian Associa- 
tion last evening and beard Attorney W. 
C. Ontten on "Law and Christianity," 
listened to one of the beet practical 
talks yet delivered. Mr. Ontten first 
spoke ot two divisions ot law, statute 
and common law, and defined them; he 
spoke ot the origin and necessity of law. 
It ramifies all the relations ot life, and 
regulates nations. He said law was de- 
veloped through Christianity; the first 
lawyers were the clergymen, and there 
were no lawyers until the eleventh cent- 
ury. Schools of law were establianed 
when the Normans invaded England, and 
it resulted in preventing the importation 
ot foreign language in England. How 
did we happed to have law? There were 
families, they developed into tribes, and 
then into nations. He spoke ot the con- 
stitutions of different statee and nations, 
and dwelt upon the excellency of the 
constitution ot the United States and 
the power ot the people alone to change 
it. He said the people were responsible 
for the bad laws made. Mr. Ontten 
spoke of the lawa regulating capital and 
labor, and deprecated the vast increase 
of wealth among the few and abject pov- 
erty among the masses. 
The speaker 


oSered some anggestions along this line 
that an worthy ot consideration.

Services of tne Moat Solemn Day 


of the Lenten Season. 


Special services in oommomoration ot 


Good Friday were bald in t' 4 Oathoho 
and Episcopal ohnrches it the city to-day 


Qood Friday is sacred as the third day 


preceding Eaater and the one on which 
occurred the crucifixion of the Bavior. It 
has been observed as a day of mourning 
and special prayer from a very early 
period. The services of t'.ie Any in the 
early lioman Catholic church were very 
peculiar. Instead ot the ordinary maes, 
it consisted in what IB culled the mass of 
the presanotifiad. The prieat and atten- 
dants were robed in black, in token of 
mourning; the altar was stripped ot its 
ornaments, the kias ot peace was omitted 
in detestation ot the kiss ot Jndas the 
traitor. A large crucifix was placed up- 
on the altar with appropriate ceremonies 
in token ot the awful event which the 
occasion commemorated, and the entire 
congregation, commencing with the oele 
brant priest and his assistants, ap- 
proached and upon their knees reverent- 
ly kissed the image o't the crucified Lord.

coln'*. Death. 


Twenty-seven year* ago to-day this fair 


North land was in mourning. Men and 
women wen going about the streets 
weeping. The news thai Abraham Lin- 
coln, President of tbe United State* had 
been erot at Ford's Theater by J. Wilkes 
Booth the night of April 14, and that he 
died at 7:22 o'clock, April 15, had reached 
tbe country, and every patriotic oitiien 
was overcome with sorrow that so soon 
after armed rebellion againat theGov 
eminent had practically oeaeed, the mas- 
ter hand that had guided the ship ot 
state 
safely 
through the dangeron* 


breakers of civil war should be Inactive 
in death, just as the shores ot peace had 
been reached. It ha* been 27 year* since 
this great and ornel tragedy ooouired. 
A generation ha* been born and hai 
grownup since that time, and many of 
the readers ot the BBFTTBUOUC will be 
interested to read, on the 37th anniver- 
sary of Lincoln'* death, anjaooonnt of the 
last moment* ot the great President, a* 
recorded in the Appendix to Raymond's 
Life of Lincoln. It ia a* follows: 


At twenty minute* past seven the Pres- 


ident breathed hi* last, closing his eyes 
as if falling to deep, and hie countenance 
assuming an expression of perfect oeren 
ity. There were no Indications of pain 
and it was not known that he waa ile*< 
until the gradually decreasing respira- 
tion ceased altogether. The B»v. Dr 
Gnrley ot the New York A venae Presby- 
terian Ohuroh, immediately on its being 
ascertained that life was extinct, knelt a 
the bedside and offered an impressive 
prayer, which was responded to by al 
present. 


Dr. Gnrley then proceeded to the f ron 


parlor, where Mrs. Lincoln, Capt. Bober 
Lincoln, Mr. John Hay, the Private Sec 
rotary, and others were waiting, where 
he again offered a prayer for the oonsoln 
tion of tbe family.
